N purſuance of your Majeſty's Commiſſion under.'the 
Great Seal, bearing date the 14th of this Inſtanr Ju- 
ly. Commanding and unpowering us, to examine and en- 
quire into the Actions, Conduct, &, and Beha- 
viour of the Admirals, Vice-Admirals, and Rear-Admirals, 
of your Majeſty's Fleet ; and the Captains, Commanders 
of any of your Majeſty's Ships in the ſame; in the late 
ment, or Fight againſt the Frexch Fleet, which 
hg on Monday the 3oth day of Jure laft paſt, near 

the Coafſt of Swſex. 

On the x5th Taſtant we repaired to your Majeſty's Fleet

As to ' what relates to that Part of the Commiſſion 
which concerns the Embezlement of Stores; We finding 
that the Remains have been taken by the Officers of the 
Ordnance, 'who fay, that little more than one third of the 
Powder has been ſpent in this Action, we have made no
